of Gilbert Perkins, head of the agencv 
his son Walter, manager of the Indi­ 
anapolis office, and Franklin, in this 
city , the government showed its hand 
at this hearing. 
Testimony to show’ that the three 
conspired to get employ ment for the 
agency in ferretting out the wTriter of 
black hand letters to the railroad pres­ 
ident, was given by several postal in­ 
spectors. According to the inspectors 
the Perkins agency sent two letters, 
the 
first 
threatening 
to 
blow 
up 
Strong’s family mausoleum at Erie, 
Pa., unless $30,000 was deposited in a 
certain place, and the second threaten­ 
ing Strong and his wife with death 
unless the demand was complied with. 
The letters were irregularly torn on 
the edges. 
President Strong testified that Gil­ 
bert Perkins assured him that the 
agency would make an arrest and that 
“the torn pieces of these black hand 
letters would be found on the person 
apprehended.” 
Postal Inspector James M. Woltz of 
Parkersville, 
W a Va., testified that 
when he arrested the elder Perkins 
he found on him a sealed envelope 
bearing the letterhead of the Reed 
House, at Erie, Pa. 
In this envelope 
he sw’ore were the sheets of torn pa­ 
per that fitted into the jagged edges 
of the black hand letters which they 
produced at the hearing. 
Inspector James B. Cortely ou of 
this city produced four letters, two 
written in pencil and two with pen 
and Ink. They were written by Fran k­ 
lin, he said, at his dictation after 
Franklin had been arrested. 
In text 
they were the same as the black hand 
letter received by Mr. Strong. 
After qualify ing as a handwriting 
expert, William G. Pengell of Coiuin- 
bus, O., testified that in his opinion 
the man who wrote them was the 
writer of the original black hand 1 
ters.

Who is going to paint the gasoline 
can? 
Who pay s for the paint and 
who is liable if it is not painted ? All 
these q uestions arise as a result of 
the new* law req uiring cans, pack­ 
ages, etc., containing inflammable li­ 
q uids to be properly painted or la­ 
beled. 


The new act is entitled “an act reg­ 
ulating the keeping for sale or use of 
gasoline, benzine, naptha and kero­ 
sene.” If it only applied to the peo­ 
ple who keep such things for sale it 
would mean one thing but in apply ing 
to people who keep these liq uids for 
use it means another. 
In fact the 
law is interpreted to mean that every 
gasoline can in the city of Rushville 
and the State of Indiana must be 
painted. 
The law say s that it >hall be un­ 
lawful for any person, firm or cor­ 
poration to keep for sale or for use 
or to sell any gasoline, benzine or 
naptha in any barrel, cask, package 
or can, unless the same is painted 
red, or to keep for sale or use or to 
sell any 
kerosene 
in 
any 
barrel, 
cask, package or 
can if same 
is 
printed red. The law provides, how­ 
ever, that if gasoline, benzine or 
naphtha are sold in bottles for clean­ 
ing and other purposes it shall be 
deemed sufficient if the bottles are la­ 
beled with red labels, the labels con­ 
taining the name of the liq uid in the 
bottle. 
All gasoline cans shall have 
letters in black at least one inch high. 
The law does not apply to barrels or 
other containers holding more than 
50 gallons. 
A fine of from $5 to $50 to which 
may be added as much as 9 0 day s in 
jail, or both, is the penalty for viola­ 
ting the law. 
A close inspection of 
the 
law 
shows that it applies to any “per­ 
son,” firm or corporation and that it 
applies to any “person” who keeps 
a can of gasoline for use. 
That’s 
what every body keeps gasoline for. 
They don’t keep is as a protection 
y ear locusts or any thing 
like th at 
against burglars or the 
seventeen- 
They keep it for use. 
Conseq uently 
any person who keeps 
gasoline for 
use must 
have his can painfed red 
and he must have the word gasoline 
on the can in black letters at least an 
inch high. If he fails he is likely to 
get in jail for three months. 
The consumer must bear in mind 
that a distinction is to be kept be­ 
tween the gasoline can and the coal 
oil can.

April 29.—Two owners of 
two leading foreign banks of Windber 
are missing, and three towns are com­ 
pletely tied up financially and on the 
verge of bankruptcy, so far as the for­

Windber the streets are jammed with 
a woebegone but determined and sul­ 
len aggregation of broken men and 
■women. 
They have lost all through 
having faith in Andrew Zemany, head 
of the Zemany chain of banks and 
steamship agencies, and M. F. Korlath, 
owner of the Magyar banks of Scalp 
Level, a suburb. 
It is estimated con­ 
servatively that $600,000 were on de­ 
posit in the two banks when their 
doors were closed. 
The victims are 
all poor, hardworking people. 
The 
victims are not a^l foreigners, many 
American citizens and business men 
at Windber and neighboring villages 
being among the depositors. 
The bank wrecking started with the 
sudden disappearance and closing of 
the banks operated by Korlath. It is 
estimated that he got away with $70,- 
000. 
Customers of Zemany’s bank 
then started a run and about $11,000 
was paid out. 
Depositors were then 
put off with a written promise tftat it 
would 
pay 
some 
time. 
Zemany’s 
brother says he knows nothing of his 
whereabouts. Almost every hamlet in 
Somerset county in which there are 
foreign residents has been hard hit by 
the closing of the Zemany bank, and 
trouble of serious character is liable 
to break out at any moment.

Indianap olis, Ap ril 29 .—Prosecuting 
attorney s who received the cases filed 
by the attorney g eneral on rep orts 
made by the state board of accounts 
concerning the official records of for 
m er township trustees and other p ub­ 
lic officers held accountable for vari­ 
ous sums, seek a ruling from the at­ 
torney g eneral on the various leg aliz­ 
ing acts of the recent g eneral assem­ 
bly concerning the effects of such acts 
on the sums charg ed back to the for­ 
m er officers. 
It is believed by cursory study of 
the leg alizing acts that most of the 
socalled “constructive charg es” made 
by the state board of accounts have 
been wip ed out by the acts. The “con­ 
structive charg es” were charg es made 
by ex aminers where money s had been 
ex p ended contrary to the letter of the 
law, but for which ex p enditures the 
corp orations received full value in re­ 
turn. 
Under the law the ex aminers 
held such ex p enditures should be re­ 
p orted and made a charg e ag ainst the 
officers, and in view of the fact that 
the corp orations had received full 
value the charg es were p laced in a 
class to themselves. 
The act which is thoug ht to have 
\h e widest effect in 
leg alizing the 
“constructive charg es.” is found on 
Pag e 6 9 3 of the new volume of acts, 
entitled “An act entitled an act for 
the relief of township trustees in cer­ 
tain cases, and declaring an emerg en­ 
cy .” It was ap p roved by the g overnor 
March 7. The lang uag e of this act is 
so broad, it is held that it will he im­ 
p ossible to collect by court action any 
Of the money s charg ed by the state 
board as “constructive charg es.” 
Trustees over the state a t? say ing 
that under this act they are entitled 
to immunity from the “constructive 
charg es,” and .the p rosecutors are hes­ 
itating about g oing into court to col­ 
lect such charg es.
